MURRAY BAY, Quebec, April 20—Our landing at 
Greenely Island was a bitter disappointment. We knew that 
gathered on the flying field near New York thousands of per- 
sons were awaiting us. We would disappoint them. 

Furthermore, the machine that had brought us safely 
across this huge expanse of water was tilted on its nose and 
damaged. 

Upon getting out.of the machine our first concern was to 
ascertain as near as possible the full extent of the damage. We 
surveyed the machine thoroughly and found that the propeller 
tips were bent. But this was all. 

Our first job was to lower the tail of the machine to the 
ground. This was extremely difficult, for, although three of 
the natives of the island came to our assistance, the number 
was far too small to be really effective. In addition, necessary 
tackle or equipment for work of this nature was not available. 


Delicate Operation Is Accomplished. 

Fortunately for us, a gale was blowing which tended to 
force the tail of the machine down to the ground. The pres- 
sure of the gale on the tail of the machine was gradually forcing 
the nose of the machine out of the ice, and we were gravely 
worried that the tail would drop suddenly to the ground and 
result in irreparable damage to our trusty craft. 

Three men lay on the nose of the machine to balance the 
pressure and a rope was obtained, lassooed round the tail skid, 
and we were delighted when we succeeded in lowering it gently 
to the ground. 

All this had occupied about half an hour and we had been 
exposed to bitter cold and a lashing wind. 

It was then suggested that we should adjourn to the com- 
fortable quarters of the lighthouse. Baron von Huenefeld al- 
ready had gone there because of a slight mishap. In getting out 
of the machine he fell into the water twice, and it had been 
necessary for him to leave us that he might dry off before he 
froze. 

But this suggestion that we go to some place of ‘cetatink 
was not pleasing to Captain Koehl. He, like a good airman,

Machine Is Thoroughly Examined. 

In the falling snow and the howling wind we carried on 
with the work of examining the machine more closely and en-

of rolling it back onto solid ground. 

We got some planks, and iron bars were used as levers for 
this work, but unfortunately after having succeeded in getting 
the right wheel onto the solid ice a large bang occurred.: We 
discovered that the axle had snapped in the middle. It was just 
too bad. 

We were almost broken-hearted, because we felt that with 
the utensils available in connection with a small forge’ at. the 
lighthouse we. could wpnighten the propeller and go on to’ New

“He was. smoking a large new 
meerschaum pipe, but they were out 
of cigarettes and I left with them 
the few I had. 


Welcomed by Newfoundland. 


“They have already had an official 
welcome to America. The Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland instructed the 
Mayor of the nearest village to dog- 
sled over there and welcome them in 
the name of the Government. He did 
so, and they sent back word of their 
appreciation of all that was being 
done for them.”

this afternoon of the Ford relief 
plane fitted in perfectly with the 
plans to put the Bremen into New 
York.

Fitzmaurice Tells How Cracked Axle 
Shattered Hopes of Continuing Here

into the water again; our work of nearly two hours was all for 
nothing. 

We decided that nothing further could be done, so we ob- 
tained some rope for the purpose of securing the machine, which 
might be still more gravely damaged by the wind during the 
night. 

A new difficulty now arose. The pickets cannot be driven 
into the ground, for the simple reason that it is just like solid 
rock, owing to the intense cold experienced in this district. 

The machine was in the end secured by tying the ropes 
round large boulders which were littered about the place, for 
it should be borne in mind that we were at the very edge of 
the lagoon. 

The water was drained out of the radiator, which would, 
of course, have been badly damaged by the frost had we not 
done so. Plenty of sacking was procured and the engine was 
carefully wrapped up for the night. 


Man Put on Watch for the Night. 


A man was employed to guard the machine throughout the 
night, not that we thought any one would steal it, but to warn 
us should the storm increase to greater force. 

Feeling assured now that our stout little craft was as 
comfortable as we could make her for the night, we adjourned 
to the lighthouse where our hostess, Mme, Le Tamplier, greeted 
us with that charming hospitality so characteristic of the 
French people, particularly the French Canadians. 

Our sheepskin flying boots and socks, which had become 
saturated during the work and had become frozen so that they 
were literally two cakes of ice, were removed and we were pro- 
vided with stockings and moccasins. 


First Thought to Send Word of Safety. 


Our first consideration here was to write out and dis- 
patch telegrams and cables to our people, notifying them of our 
safe arrival.on the American Continent. 

We had learned that there was a telegraph office at Blanc 
Sablon, about two miles away, but almost inaccessible because 
of the sfiow and ice. 

The assistant keeper of the lighthouse, however, very 
kindly volunteered to execute this commission for us, and. we 
were happy in the thought that the waiting world would soon 
have news of our safety. 


We realized that all were anxious because now we were 
long overdue. 


A Wonderful First Meal. 


Mme. Le Tamplier now informed us that tea was ready and 
we sat down to this first meal in Canada and the first real one 
since the day before, when we had breakfast at 4:30 in the 
morning and only sandwiches in between. . It would be impossi- 
ble to describe: how wonderfully this meal tasted,, 

Extreme fatigue had now overtaken us, so we were shown 
to our bedroom. Here there. were two beds. Baron von Huiene- 
feld: and Koehl took one and I the other. We undressed, tum- 
bled into bed and instantly were asleep. — 


I woke up about noon the next day to ‘be triformed 64 the 
Baron: that. Captain Koehl, after having had three or four! 
hours’ sleep, awoke and had been working practically through- 


jout the whole night, compiling notes on scientific data, &¢., 
which he had collected during’ the flight, Whilst the matter was | 
| still fresh in his memory. 


Nobody but a man:of: tremendous will power, Sicciiais for 





his work and concentration on his undertaking could have done 
such a thing. ‘Captain Koehl has all of these qualities. 

As a result of our long rest we felt very fit, with the exeep- 
tion that.our eyes were bloodshot and bunged up with pus. The 
strain had caused this because we had only one pair of goggles, 
Koehl’s having been lost out of the machine, and we took turns 
wearing these. 


Start Promptly at Work. 


We bathed our eyes in water and felt very well the follow- 
ing day. We took breakfast and then went straight to work. 

The machine stood exactly as we left her, with the excep- 
tion that the water around the undercarriage had become 
frozen during the night and under the pressure of the ice the 
left tire had burst. 

Large petrol drums and planks were obtained, also a con- 
siderable supply of timber, and by nightfall we had succeeded 
in lifting the weight of the machine off the undercarriage by 
building up props under the wings at the roots. 

We realized that we could do no more now. We went back 
to the lighthouse and dispatched cables, calling for assistance, 
and notifying the Junkers Company in New York of the extent 
of the damage to the machine, and the materials and spare 
parts required to get the machine in trim for the continuation 
of our flight to. New York. 


First Word of Coming Help. 


There was nothing to do now but to wait for help. On Sun- 
day we received news from Point Amour radio station that 
“Duke” Schiller, the famous Canadian pilot; Dr. Louis Cui- 
sinier, technical director of the Canadian Trans-Continental 
Airways Company, and Eugene Thibault, a mechanic, were on 
their way in a Fairchild ship for the purpose of assisting us. 

As this machine was not to arrive before 5 o’clock, we spent 
the afternoon preparing messages recounting our experiences 
and our needs. 

At 5:30 o'clock we were sitting in the lighthouse when we 
heard the drone of an airplane. 

_. ‘We pulled on our things and ran out. We saw the ship 
circling over the island. A Very light was fired from her and 
she circled to land on the ice of the frozen bay about a mile 
away. We.traveled over by dog-sled and met those: who had 
come to our relief. 


Conference Settles Immediate Plans, 


That night we held a conference and learned that a con- 
siderable number of misleading reports had come out and that 


traffic on the line, due to our landing, our messagés had been 
garbled and our needs not made clearly known. 

It ‘was, therefore, decided that the machine. should leave 
for. Murray Bay the following morning and that one of us 
should accompany Mr. Schiller to Murray Bay to meet Miss 
Junkers, who, we understood, would be there upon our ar- 
rival, and explain to her the exact: position and our require- 
ments in order to insure that the flight could be continued with 
the least possible delay. 

It. was. decided that I should undertake this commission. 
At noon the following day, leaving Cuisinier and the mechanic} 
behind, we left Greenely Island, en route for Murray Bay. 

Cuisinier’s Feat of Engineering. 

Cuisinier, we learned upon gétting up, had arisen at 5

RARTHQUAKE RELIEF 


Boris Directs Efforts in Area to 
Feed Victims and Pre- 
vent Epidemics. 


80,000 FAMILIES HOMELESS 


Bodies of 100 Found in Ruins at 
Phitippopilis, Premier Says 
in Report. 


Wireless to TH® NEw YorK TIMES, 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, April 20.—With 
King Boris as generaligsimo of the 
relief forces in the earthquake area 
and Premier Liapcheff as his Chief- 
of-Staff, Bulgaria today set herself 
determinedly to the triple task of 
feeding tens of thousands of home- 
less refugees, preventing’ the out- 
break of a disease epidemic and 
clearing away the ruins preparatory 
to rebuilding the destroyed cities, 
towns and villages. 

A terrific, heart-breaking task it 
is. The first of the series of shocks 
centring in Cirpan on April 14 laid 
waste an area of 600 square kilo- 
meters and the second disaster on 
Thursday rendered desolate 400 
square kilometers more. 

hilippopolis, once the proud capi- 
tal of the small independent country 
of Rumelia, previous to its inclusion 
in Bulgaria is little more than a 
mass of ruins. 


Premier Sends Report on Losses. 


A complete story of the extent of 
the disaster was sent to Sofia to- 
day by Liapcheff through the official 
Bulgarian Telegraph Agency. In the 
report Liapcheff stated that there 
was not a single house safe to in- 
habit in Philippopolis,.a city which 
only a few days ago boasted 100,000 
inhabitants. In the whole earthquake 
district, 80,000 families tonight were 
without a roof over their heads. 

More than 100 bodies have been 
taken from the ruins of Pautippopotis 
and of, near-by villages, which like- 
wise were well-nigh completely de- 
stroyed. More than 400 persons are 
known to have been injured, al- 
though the total is impossible to as- 
certain, because friends and relatives 
carried the injured with them into 
the open country. 

Despite the most severe handicaps, 
such as interrupted transportation, 
cold and rain, the Government has 
succeeded in feeding the multitude 
of victims. Also steps have been 
taken to dab ne sanitary arrange- 
ments so that disease may not spread 
— those who were fortunate 
enough to escape alive. 

Financial help, Liapcheff stated in 
concluding ‘his eee must be 
forthcoming both from the State and 
from private individuals so that the 
disaster may be ameliorated.

HUGHES TAKES STAND; 
POLICE TRIAL ENDS 


Captain’s Lawyer in Clash With 
Leach—Both Sides Instructed

The police trfal of Captain John J. 
Hughes before Third Deputy Police 
Inspector John A. Leach in Brooklyn 
headquarters ended yesterday. Com- 
missioner Leach instructed attorneys 
to file briefs within three weeks, af- 
ter which he will present the case to 
Commissioner Warren for final ac- 
tion. 

Captain Hughes appeared in his 
own defense yesterday against the 
charges, brought by two policemen, 
that he had stopped them from ar- 
resting two customs guards who had 
threatened them with pistols after 
the police accused the ards of ac- 
cepting a bribe of $150 from boot- 
leggers an hour. earlier. 

The policemen are Lawrence Con- 
nors and Edward G. Clark of the 
Butler Street Precinct. The customs 
guards are Frederick Morgan and 
Edward Klein. A sensation of yes- 
terday’s hearing was the argument 
between. Commissioner Leach and 
Robert Franklin, Captain Hughes’s 
lawyer, when Franklin accused Leach 
of calling Morgan a lar. 

Captain Hughes, on the stand, after 
twenty-five persons had appeared as 
character witnesses for him, said that 
he had instructed the two policemen 
not to make an ‘“‘immediate” arrest, 
but if they felt they had a case 
against the customs men to present 
the facts to the District Attorney. - 

Asked if he would have ordered the 
arrest of Morgan and Klein, instead 
of forbidding it, if he had been con- 
vinced that wrong had been done, 
Hughes said, “‘I certainly would, even 
if I knew it would cost the lives of 
some policemen, including myself.’ 

The guard Morgan. explaining the 
bribe of $150 which he admitted 
taking and subsequently handed over 
to Collector of Customs Philip Elting, 
testified that he took it but failed to 
arrest the givers because they prom- 
ised him to come back to the pier.

Beyond” doubt the 
nominee of the Kansas City conven- 
tion will be the next President of the 
United States.’’

BATTLE FOR PROVINCE NEAR 


Chiang Kal-Shek Will Lead Attack 
on Capital This Week-End—Tsinan 
Cleared of Americans.

SHANGHAI, April 20.—The Chinese 
Nationalist Government, after a 
meeting of its Foreign Relations 
Committee, announced this evening 
its decision to lodge a sharp protest 
against the dispatch of Japanese 
troops to Shantung. General Hwang- 
fu, the Foreign Minister, is drawing 
up the note, which he intends to 
send to Tokio at once. 

The decision follows Tokio reports 
that Japan is sending at least 5,000 
soldiers to Shantung for the protec- 
tion of Japanese interests, as the 
fighting between the Northern and 
Southern [Nationalist] armies of 
China is now approaching Tsinanfu, 
where the Japanese colony is the 
largest. Although Tokio asserts that 
the measure is purely protective, the 
Chinese Nationalists are inclined to 
view the number of troops with 
alarm, the force being larger than 
that sent a year ago. 

In the event that Ja ’s move 
tends to delay General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s eastern.sector Nationalist of- 
fensive, the opinion is forming that 
the step would be of distinct ad- 
vantage to his ally, General Feng 
Yu-hs: q ssibly enabling the 
“‘Christian’’ General to push ah 
and ‘reach Peking as the conqueror 
of the North. 


Fear of Feng ‘as Peking Conqueror. 

There is still a large section of Chi- 
nese, however, who are inclined to 
view Feng’s participation in the Na- 
tionalist movement with at least 


slight misgivings and who feel that 
eng has made a deal with Japan 
he would emerge as the most impor- 
tant figure in the new line-up. 
Feng’s attitude for the past year 
has been unimpeachable so far as 
Nanking is concerned, at least super- 
ficially, but his record is against 
him. Furthermore, the inactivity of 
General Yen Shi-hsan in Shansi is 
arousing considerable speculation 
and the belief is growing. that Yen 
is not inclined to trust Feng thor- 


ae 
1 ile. it .is. highly .doubtful that 


Yen, Feng and Chiang will split up 
at this juncture, if Feng reaches 
Peking first and then decides to dic- 
tate the policies of the Kuomintang 
{the Nationalist political. party], then 
the troubles of the Nationalists will 
be only beginning. 

War dispatches indicate that Gen- 
eral Sun Chuan-fang, commanding 
the Shantung first line defense of the 
Northerners, has been badly de- 
feated, losing 1,000 men and large 
stores of munitions. Later reports 
confirm the wide extent of the South- 
ern victories in the drive toward 
Peking. 

General :Chiang Kai-shek is _ re- 
ported to be planning to launch an 
attack on Tian-fu and Tsi-nan-fu this 
week-end, probably determining the 
fate of Tsi-nan-fu, the Shantung 
capital as well as Japan’s intentions. 
Chiang will command the attack 

ersonally. This drive is all-impor- 

t to him as well as to the régime’s 
future.

TOKIO, April 20.—The ‘Chinese Le- 
gation at Tokio, representing the 
Peking ({Northern] Government, has 
lodged a protest against the dispatch 
of Japanese troops to Shantung. A 
corresponding protest is reported to 
be under way from the Nanking [Na- 
tionalist] Government. 

The Tokio authorities, however, be- 
lieve that Nanking now fully under- 
stands Japan’s intentions. When 
troops were last dispatched the Ja 
nese Prime Minister, Baron ‘ 
was only a month in office and the 
Chinese Southerners believed that he 
was in favor of Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin, the Northern war lord, :and in- 
terpreted his: action ee 
Since then General Chiang Kai-shek, 
the Nationalist Commander-in-Chief, 
has visited Japan and it is said that 
he now knows that the Japanese 
troops will not give open or concealed 
ar ig to the North. 

statement issued today by the 
Japanese Foreign Office: says: 

“Japan has no intention of coun- 
—— party or. faction in 
China. e dispatch of troops is an 
unavoidable. measure of self-protec- 
tion and does not imply anything like 
unfriendly intentions toward China 
or interference with the mili op- 
erations of either North or South.”’ 

If Chiang Kai-shek’s successes con- 
tinue, he can occupy Tsi-nan-fu and 
extend his operations without hin- 
drance from the Japanese. He 
might have done so in 1927, but the 
Northerners then put out the report, 
which the South believed, that the 
Japanese troops were coming to their 
assistance. The South is now said 
to understand the true position.

MYSTERY IN STAR’S RINGS. 


Their Nature Will Settle How Far 
Nova Pictoris Is From Us. 


Wireless to THe New York TIMES. 
JOHANNESBURG, April 20.—Cal- 


culations of the size and distance 
from the earth of Nova Pictoris are 


being hampered by lack at the Union 
Observatory of a spectroscopic cam- 
era. 

If the rings surrounding Nova Pic- 
toris are rings of light its distance 
would probably be 6.500 light years 
away.

Photographs show rings which can- 
not be seen by the eye through a 
telescope, but they do not show the 
broken parts, which are too close and 
can be seen only. with the eye.

WARSAW, April 20.—There is abso- 
lutely no danger of tension between 
France and Poland as a result of the 
recent visit of Foreign Minister Za- 
leski to Rome and his conversations 
with Premier Mussolini, it is semi- 
officially asserted here tonight.

demonstrate this fact both Paris and 
Rome will soon take steps to disprove 
rumors about a change in Polish for- 
eign policies, it is said.

Samuel A. Eichner, a lawyer with 
offices at 2 Lafayette Street, was 
charged with having brought suit for 
personal injuries in automobile acci- 
dents when he knew his client had 
not been hurt, in testimony present- 
ed yesterday at the ambulance chas- 
ing inquiry being conducted by Su- 
preme Court Justice Wasservogel at 
the County Court House. 

Louis W. Salant, a taxicab chauf- 
feur of 400 Saratoga Avenue, Brook- 


lyn, said that in March, 1927, a truck 
owned by the United Cigar Stores 
ran into his cab on Flatbush Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, and bent a fender 
and the rim of a wheel of his cab. 
He was not injured, he said. At his 
garage that evening he discussed the 
accident, and later. he said, was ac- 
costed by Morris Weinstein, a clerk 
in Bichner’s law office. 

Salant said he visited ‘ Eichner 
afterward and told of the accident. 
He informed the lawyer, he testified, 
that he had not been injured. Suit 
was brought, the witness said, and 
he was notified that it weuld go to 
trial in September, 1927, in the Sec- 
ond District Municipal Court. 


Asked to Tell of Doctor’s Aid. 


The taxi driver said ' Bichner’s 
clerk asked if he knew a Dr. Schul- 
man of 1,575 Eastern Parkway, 
Brooklyn, and told him to testify 
that Dr. Schulman had treated him 
for injuries received in the accident 
and to say that he had been hurt 
about the head, face and chest.

FIND UNEMPLOYMENT 
TAXES CITY HOSPITALS 


Harris and Ce Coler De. Declare More 
Are Asking Public Care as 
Economic Stress Grows. 


Unemployment and the stress of 
economic conditions are overcrowd- 
ing the public hospitals iii New York 
City, according to. the statements 
yesterday of Dr. Louis I. Harris, 
Health Commissioner; Bird S. Coler, 
Commissioner of Public Welfare, and 
other city officials... 

Dr. Harris conferred with Dr. 
Mark L. Fleming, Superintendent of 
Bellevue and Allied Hospitals, and 
he said that they were agreed that 
the principal reason for overcrowd- 
ing in Bellevue was the economic 
situation. Many ill persons who un- 
der ordinary conditions would re 
main at home or go to private hos- 
pitals were now entering Bellevue. 
he said. 

‘“‘The present large amount of un 
employment forces many who need 
medical attention to come into our 
institutions,’’ Mr. Coler said. He 
added that, with many persons de- 
veloping colds due to the unsettled 
weather, large numbers were going 
to hospitals, fearing pneumonia and 
other complications, 

Dr. Walter H. Conley, Medical 
Superintendent of the Public Welfare 
Department,. said: ‘‘Since 1921 there 
has been a steady increase in the 
number of patients treated by us, but 
this year has seen an even greater 
increase. The department has treated 
300 more patients per day than last 
year.’ 

While only one institution, City 
Hospital, has more patients than its 
bed capacity will accommodate, all 
institutions under the department re- 
port census records which e--ceed the 
figures for this time last year, ac- 
cording to I. James Brody, secretary 
of the department. Mr. Brody made 
public the following comparison of 
census and bed capacity at depart- 
ment hospitals yesterday:

CURB ON FAKE CHARITY 
IS PRAISED BY COLER 


Jewish Group to Restrain Franda- 
lent Collectors Gets His 
Cooperation. 


Club. 


The formation of an association of 
Jewish charitable institutions to curb 
the activities of fraudulent collectors 
of funds was praised yesterday ‘by 
Bird S.'Coler, Commissioner of Wel- 
fare. Protestant Gharitable societies 
were in need of a similar central in- 
vestigating body, he said. He assured 
his cooperation. 

The Jewish regulating agency was 
formed Wednesday at a meeting of 
representatives of more than a dozen 
orphanages and homes at Libby’s 
Hotel. The ency was named the 
Managers’ an sad Buneriateadents® Alli- 
ance of Jewish Philanthropic So- 
cieties. Harry Lucacher, Superinten- 
dent of the Jewish National Orphan 
Home, was appointed temporary 
Chairman of the organization, and a 
committee was appointed to recom- 
mend ways in which the Jewish 
charitable bodies could combat fraud- 
ulent collectors. 

Commissioner Coler said yesterday 
that many of the fake collectors re- 
tained from 50 to 70 per cent. of the 
money which they obtained. Others 
solicited funds for non-existent char- 
ities, he declared. 

Mr. Lucacher said last night that 
the greatest menace was the activi- 
ties of collectors who prtetended to 
represent reputable Jewish charities. 
He said the first aim of the new 
agency would be to prosecute these 
men for collecting money under false 
pretenses.

This afternoon Gift Hawk 
scored a four lengths victory in the 
second division of the Harwood Purse 
and he won in such fashion that he 
convinced students of the sport that 
there were few that might beat him. 
He ran.the fastest six furlongs of 
the meeting, going in 1:12 3-5. 

Gift Hawk would have been a can- 
didate for the Preakness and the 
Derby but for the fact that he hurt 
a tendon. This occurred at Sara- 
toga last Summer and soon there- 
after Kilmer decided to sell the 
youngster. He offered him to George 
Phillips for $1,500, but Phillips at that 
Dp ota moment did not have the 
money. But he did own an automo- 
bile, and he forthwith sought to sell 
the car and buy the horse. However, 
the market for automobiles was 
poor just then and no one would buy 
the car, and Phillips couldn’t pur- 
chase the horse. 

Phillips then became the trainer 
for the Kilmer string and when the 
owner of Gift Hawk again tried to 
dispose of the colt Phillips advised 
him not to part with the youngster.

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THE HIGHER BANK RATES. 


Thursday’s advance in rediscount 
rates at the Boston and Chicago Re- 
serve banks is-significant, first of 
all, as recognizing a change in the 
American money market from the 
exceptional ease that has prevailed 
during nearly four years. The 4% 
per cent. rate now established by 
those two banks, which, if the usual 
precedent is observed, will presently 
be adopted by the rest of the Fed- 
eral Reserve, is the highest since 
June, 1924. Im the second half of 
that year something of trade reac- 
tion, accompanied by a falling stock 
market and very large import of 
foreign gold, so far strengthened 
the banking position that the redis- 
count rate was rapidly reduced from 
4% per cent. to 3. In the next three 
years it never rose above 4 per 
cent.; it stood at 3% last January. 

The gold movement has reversed 
itself. As against $131,000,000 sur- 
plus of gold imports in the fiscal 
year 1927, the subsequent excess of 
gold exports has been more than 
$300,000,000 and the gold reserve of 
the twelve Federal banks has de- 
creased $291,000,000. Their per- 
centage of reserve to notes and 
deposits was 77% per cent. in Au- 
gust and 79% a year ago; it is now 
72, considerably the lowest for this 
time of year since 1921. There is, 
then, no mystery in advancing the 
bank rates. It is adjustment to a 
visibly higher cost of money and a 
weaker bank position. In the Wall 
Street mind, however, these con- 
siderations are superseded by belief 
that the marking-up of the rates 
has the distinct ulterior purpose of 
arresting Stock Exchange specula- 
tion, a belief based largely on the 
fact that this was officially avowed 
in the similar raising of the rates 
in November of 1919 and 1925. 

The facts of the situation make 
this supposition plausible. Increase 
of loans during the past year at all 
reporting private banks in the Fed- 
eral Reserve has been $1,366,500,000. 
Only $390,000,000 of that increase 
represented loans made to merchants 
or other similar borrowers. In loans 
on Stock Exchange collateral, how- 
ever, the increase has been $990,- 
000,000, and at New York alone the 
borrowings of stock brokers had 
risen in the twelvemonth no less 
than $1,250,000,000. In March, ac- 
cording to the Stock Exchange’s own 
report, New York “ brokers’ loans” 
increased $317,600,000; in a little 
more than half of April the Reserve 
Board’s summaries show a further 
rise of $304,000,000. 

This was so plainly a result of 
excited speculation, on the basis of 
borrowed money, that the general 
credit situation could not be consid- 
ered apart from it. Until last Au- 
tumn, the private banks from which 
these immensely increased credits 
were obtained had kept up their own 
reserves at the Federal banks by 
turning over the foreign gold, then 
arriving in large quantity. 
were enabled in August to report an 
increase for the year in “ member 
banks’ reserve account” of $133,- 
000,000, along with actual reduction 
of $117,000,006 in rediscounts at the 
Federal Reserve. But reversal of 
the gold movement has necessitated 
recourse by member banks to re- 
discounts in order to maintain re- 
serves. Rediscounts have accord- 
ingly increased $174,000,000 since 
last: August. and $147,000,000 in the

FEASIBLE TAX REDUCTION. 


Despite the estimates and warn- 
ings of Secretary MELLON, the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
persists in demanding a $400,000,000 
cut in taxation. Its position, which 
ing | has been all along a good deal of 
a mystery, is not shared by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers. 
In a statement yesterday to the 
Finance Committee of the Senate, 
the President of that body, repre- 
senting as it does a large number of 
associated. industries all over the 
country, explained that its members

have their taxes lowered, but are 
confident that the Treasury knows 
better than the Chamber of Com- 
merce what can and what cannot be 
done. He therefore urged the Sen- 
ate committee to confine its recom- 
mendations, in the bill which it is ex- 
pected soon to report, to “ substan- 
tially the Treasury estimate.” Other- 
wise, th: fear is expressed that any 
measure which goes too far will fall 
under the veto of the President, who 
is responsible for keeping the na- 
tional budget in balance. 

For the first nine months of the 
current fiscal year, Government re- 
ceipts from internal revenue fell off 
$51,000,000. This is one of the dar- 
ger signals which the Treasury of- 
ficials have in mind when they warn 
Congress not to expect any more 
such large surpluses as the Treasury 
has been able to show in recent 
years. Of course, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, along with 
some Democrats in the Senate, will 
continue to maintain that the Treas- 
ury figues are all wrong. They may 
even assert that this report of the 
loss on the internal revenue taxes is 
put out as propaganda to support 
the estimates of Secretary MELLON. 
But Mr. EDGERTON, the President of 
he National Association of Manufac- 
turers, reports that a highly qualified 
committee on taxation has carefully 
investigated the original Treasury 
estimates, and has “accepted them 
as the practical limit of tax re- 
duction.” 

The sooner the Senate Finance 
Committee and Congress as a whole 
shape their plans in accordance with 
this finding, the sooner will they pro- 
duce a bill that may become law. If, 
on the other hand, they strive to cut 
taxes too deeply, they may find that 
they will get no reduction at all. A 
sober view of all the financial facts 
available shows that a moderate re- 
duction can be made. To grasp at 
an immoderate reduction will only 
lead to disappointment for all con- 
cerned. To concentrate on what is 
feasible seems now to be the coun- 
sel of wisdom. 


THE ADVANCE ON PEKING. 


China’s civil war for the season 
of 1928 opens with Nationalist vic- 
tories along the two lines of advance 
on Peking, the proclamation of mar- 
tial law in the Northern capital and 
the dispatch of Japanese troops to 
Shantung in anticipation of the fall 
of Tsinanfu, capital of that prov- 
ince. Generals CHIANG and FENG 
have won their victories at points 
more than half way to Peking from 
the two big Nationalist bases at 
Nanking and Hankow. Normally 
this would argue a rapid Nationalist 
advance before the defeated North- 
ern armies could rally. But the 
campaign is being fought in China 
by Chinese armies and under the 
leadership of Chinese generals, and 
even now it would be hazardous to 
predict the certain entry of the Na- 
tionalist troops into Peking. 

Almost exactly the same situation 
was recorded last Summer. Early 
in July the forces of General CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK captured Yenchow, where 
CHIANG won his battle only the 
other day. CHANG TSO-LIN’S retire- 
ment from Peking into Manchuria 
was regarded as inevitable. The 
Japanese sent their troops into Tsi- 
nanfu to safeguard their interests. 
But about the middle of the month 
the picture changed completely. 
After rumors of armistice negotia- 
tions between Nationalists and 
Northerners the armies of the for- 
mer turned up in the news as in 
full retreat. Instead of Peking 
being in danger it was the safety 
of Nanking that seemed threatened 
‘n the early days of August. For 
the sudden change it would appear 
that internal Nationalist dissensions 
as between Nanking and Hankow 
were in part responsible. What 
other factors entered, in the way of 
bargainings between commanders 
and transferred loyalties by subor- 
tinate leaders, is only conjecturable. 
Even more startling a transforma- 
tion scene came in October. An un- 
foreseen alliance between General 
FENG and the hitherto neutral Gov- 
ernor.of Shansi was followed by a 
dash on Peking that did bring the 
‘nvaders almost to the walls of the

The miseries suf- 
fered by the Shantung population 
under the rapacious rule of CHANG 
TSUNG-CHANG havé a: propaganda 
value for the Southern: cause com- 
parable with the popular. agitation 
which made possible the amazing 
rush of the Cantonese armies to the 
Yangtse a year and a half ago. 


LAKE LEVELS, 


The exchange of notes between 
Canada and the United States in 
the lake-level controversy reveals 
that there is considerable difference 
not only in the point of view of the 
two countries but in their approach 
to the question. It is now generally 
conceded that the diversion of water 
by Chicago accounts for a fall in the 
lake levels of only about six inches, 
the rest being due to climatic con- 
ditions. But Canada thinks even 
six inches too much. She is not 
satisfied that Chicago’s sanitary 
needs really require so large a di- 
version. Above all, Canada is con- 
cerned with the principle at stake. 
The Dominion Government contends 
that it is a recognized maxim of in- 
ternational practice that no perma- 
nent diversion of boundary waters 
should be permitted save by joint 
consent. This point Mr. KELLOGG is 
not ready to concede. 

Nor is he disposed to argue the 
matter now. He points out that a 
number of jurisdictional questions 
are presently at issue before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
Several States, including New York, 
recently challenged the power of 
Congress to permit a diversion at 
Chicago which damaged their har- 
bors and impaired their navigational 
facilities. Mr. HUGHES, as special 
master, recommended the dismissal 
of their suit. Mr. KELLOGG appears 
to be more interested in “ practical 
engineering measures,” which might 
be adopted at once, “pending fur- 
“ther discussions of the principle 
“involved.” The joint Board of En- 
gineers suggested the construction 
of compensating works in the St. 
Clair and Niagara rivers to restore 
the lake levels. This is also Secre- 
tary Hoover’s view. As he remarked 
in an address at Chicago two years 
ago: 

Quarrels concerning water quickly 
get from the realm of engineering 
into the realm of emotion. The 
real question is to hold more water 
in the lakes. Lawyers and courts 
cannot hold it there, but the en- 
gineers can. Litigation produces 
feeling, but not water, and I ask 
of the lake region to consider that 
before the controversies go further 
we had better spend our money on 
cement and steel rather than on 
the lawyers. 

It is hardly a coincidence that the 
publication of these notes should 
have followed so quickly publication 
of the similar exchanges with Can- 
ada concerning the St. Lawrence 
waterway. Minister MASSEY ex- 
pressed the hope that in any further 
consideration of the waterway ques- 
tion opportunity might be found for 
reaching a comprehensive settlement 
of all outstanding problems affect- 
ing the Great Lakes and the St. 
Lawrence, “including the preserva- 
“tion of the waters properly belong- 
“ing to the St. Lawrence water- 
“shed.” Secretary KELLOGG replied 
that he would be glad to have the 
negotiations take that course. What- 
ever legal distinctions there may be, 
the two problems are inevitably as- 
sociated in the popular mind. A 
Canadian writer in the Nineteenth 
Century declares that as long as the 
United States maintains the “ prin- 
ciple of Chicago” so long will Can- 
ada maintain the “ principle of La- 
chine.” The Canadian view, he says, 
“is that the same comity of nations 
“ which is alleged to require Canada 
“to open the improved St. Lawrence 
“ channels to American citizens also 
“requires the United States to do 
“nothing which will seriously dam- 
“ age those channels.” 


SCHOLARSHIP AND BUSINESS. 


The popular notion that there is 
no direct relationship between high 
scholarship and business success has 
been discredited by the results of a 
study undertaken within the per- 
sonnel of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany. These results are presented 
in an article in the May Harper’s 
Magazine by Mr. WALTER 8S. GirF- 
FORD, President of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
with convincing graphs. They do 
not compare the successes of college 
and non-college men in business, but 
of college men among themselves. 
Reference is made to the “ amazing 
showing” of Ph: Beta Kappa men 
in *\Who’s Who” in proportion to 
their numbers, but these include few 
men in business. The relative suc- 
cess in the law and medicine of men 
who stood high in their student days 
is also well established. But the im- 
pression has prevailed that higher 
“ ” of success on the part 
of higher scholarship does not ex- 
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tend to. business, though this “ flies 
“counter to the general theory of

e for the individual. A high-stand 
scholar may misérably fail and a 
low-stand scholar may notably suc- 
ceed, but, taking the averages, the 
men.in the first tenth. of. their re- 
spective classes. began in about. five 
years to earn more than the other 
college men and’ continued’ to in- 
crease their advantage as the years 
went on. This was true, though not 
quite to the same degree, of men in 
the first third of the classes, where- 
as the men in the lowest third 
earned least and the longer they 
were in business. the slower their 
earnings rose. From. this it is 
deducted that a:‘man in the highest 
tenth in scholarship at college has 
two chances in ten of standing in 
the highest ten in salary as com- 
pared with the one chance in 
twenty-two which the man in the 
lowest tenth has. 

Mr, GIFFORD’S answer to the ques- 
tion put by the President of Reed 
College, ‘‘ Should a student study? ” 
is that, at any rate in his field of 
business, it is advantageous:for a 
student to have studied. And this 
is purely upon the basis of earnings. 
If other factors, such as the ability 
to make higher use of leisure time, 
are included, the men in business 
who have trained “the muscle of 
their brains” in youth have still 
greater relative advantage. Mr, 
GIFFORD’s charts, enlarged, would be 
stimulating adornments for the 
walls of college class rooms. 


A POET IN POLITICS. 


Apparently one of. the miracles 
of American politics is Mayor LAUvU- 
RENCE C. HODGSON of St. Paul. He 
is serving his third term, running 
for a fourth, and a writer in the 
National Municipal Review thinks 
he has an even chance for success. 
Despairing newspaper editors in St. 
Paul, accusing the Mayor of being 
more of a poet than an adminis- 
trator and insisting that he has let 
the town run down physically, re- 
veal in their opposition a sense of 
helplessness. As for the Mayor him- 
self, he says it is true he writes 
poetry, that maybe he doesn’t know 
very much about business, but “ in- 
“asmuch as my poetry is not very 
“good poetry, I do not think it 
“should be held against me as a 
“ major offense.” . 

“Larry Ho,” /the name under 
which he wrote his newspaper col- 
umn for years, is the most popular 
orator in Minnesota. He would have 
been elected Governor some years 
ago if he had been running on the 
Republican ticket. In statewide 
matters his Democratic label is a 
bar, but in St. Paul it doesn’t make 
any difference. He used to live in 
Minneapolis, where he was once 
known to have paced the river-front 
nearly all night because of the vicis- 
situdes of the city’s baseball team. 
He moved to St. Paul, he says, be- 
cause he heard of a woman there 
who put popcorn in flapjack batter 
so they would turn themselves over. 

Capital candidates and labor can- 
didates and party candidates take 
the field against him and thunder 
of burning issues. The town elects 
Larry Ho. .He addresses the bowl- 
ers about bowling and the nature- 
lovers about migratory birds. Once 
in a while he writes a poem. Mr. 
HODGSON says frankly that he. has 
never considered his election “a 
public necessity.” But he likes the 
job and St. Paul likes him, and the 
National Municipal Review doesn’t 
know what the despairing editors 
are going to do about it. “St. Paul 
“is not made by its officials, but by 
“the spirit of its citizenship,” re- 
marks the Mayor. That spirit seems 
to be to vote for Larry Ho. 


FLOOD CONTROL COMPROMISE. 


President COOLIDGE’s resolution, 
repeatedly expressed and the last 
time with an emphasis that showed 
even the happy-go-lucky enthusiasts 
that he meant business, has had 
immediate and striking effect. The 
House leaders on both sides and the 
Senate leaders as well are trying to 
frame a compromise measure that 
the President can sign. Mr. COooL- 
IDGE is willing to give up some things 
—direct contributions by the States 
to be benefited, for instance. He in- 
sists unalterably upon the main 
checks and safeguards of the great 
project. The sum to be spent by the 
Federal Government must be named. 
That Government must not leap 
into the dark, as the Senate bill 
would have it, into an expenditure 
of nearly a billion and a half. The 
Treasury must know what demands 
are to be made upon it. The essen- 
tial Coolidge policy of economy and 
tax reduction must not be dumped 
into the ash-can under the influ- 
ence of sentimental or altogether too 
“ practical” politics. 

The States where levees are to be 
built on the river banks must buy 
the right-of-way from the landown- 
ers. The Government must not be 
responsible for damages arising 
from purchases of land for leves and 
spillway use. The Government must 
keep its hand on contracts and ex- 
penditures by means of army en-

GLANDS AND DOGS. 


Dr. CHARLES R. STOCKARD, Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy at Cornell, has 
discovered that dogs suffer from 
arrested development, because some- 
thing went wrong with the endocrine 
glands of their ancestors.. Of types 
that have deviated from the normal 
he instances the Boston terrier, the 
British bulldog, the Pekinese, the 
Pomeranian, the St. Bernard and 
the Great Dane. Some time in the 
past the excitable Boston terrier 
had a bad thyroid gland, and descen- 
dants are troubled by it. The Brit- 
ish bulldog has achondroplasia, or 
lack of cartilage, and “is one of 
the most stupid of dogs.” Also, it 
is handicapped by an undeveloped 
thyroid gland. The brisk and noisy 
Pekinese and Pomeranians had bad 
‘hyroids and pituitaries; the St. Ber- 
nard is a victim of acromegaly, or 
bony overgrowth, and diseased pitui- 
taries; the Great Dane is a freak 
for size, and somewhere in his line 
of descent endocrine glands went on 
a@ rampage. 

However, the professor holds out 
hope that the worst case of all, the 
hideously lovely British bulldog, may 
respond to gland extracts, lose his 
“ dished ” face and jaw of fangs, and 
ultimately acquire the higher intel- 
ligence of the German police dog.

The great dogs of 
Mount St. Bernard devote them- 
selves with intelligence and fidelity 
to the saving of travelers; the British 
bulldog belies its looks, and its do- 
cility and powers of observation are 
well known; the Boston terrier is a

ladies’ pets, their gland deficiencies 
are really their recommendation. If 
we are to make allowances for hu- 
man beings on account of their en- 
docrines, indulgence is in order for 
dogs in the neighborhood that annoy 
us by high spirits, barking, pug- 
nacity and pursuit of the family cat. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


There are a few, 
a diminishing few, 
old men in every 
part of the United 
States who may 
gaze mournfully into old cedar chests 
today at a faded gray jacket and 
think of the glorious past. For news 
has come of the death of the last 
surviving general officer of the Con- 
federacy, Feirx Rosertson of Craw- 
ford, Texas. In few wars are lieu- 
tenants raised to commanding rank, 
especially in wars of only four years’ 
duration. Any young man so dis- 
tinguished in the Confederate service 
was, we may be sure, a man indeed. 

General Rosertson was less than 90 
when he died—he was born in 1839— 
and he was a youth of 20 when he 
left the senior class at West Point 
and entered service under the Stars 
and Bars. By dint of great military 
ability and courage, he was promoted 
successively by the most severe of 
Lee’s disciplinarians: ALBerT SIDNEY 
JOHNSTON, ‘“‘the cavalier of the 
South’’; BEAUREGARD, .sRaGG and Hoop. 
His service ended under ‘“‘Little Joe’’ 
Wueeter of Alabama, that dashing 
commander who lived to serve under 
the old flag again in the Spanish- 
American War. 

For years General ROBERTSON had 
lived in retirement so peaceful that 
the ‘“‘Who’s Who” of 1912-1913 was 
the last volume in the series to print 
the sketch of his romantic life, 
later volumes in a brief line referring 
back to the older one as if the septua- 
genarian were dead already. But the 
old fellows, walking—and more re- 
cently riding—in the ranks at Con- 
federate reunions were familiar with 
his fine figure and cameo face. When 
they saluted him they put the snap 
of the sixties in it, and they pierced 
his eardrums with the rebel yell. 

Of all the brilliant company of

“The seventy-nine Garden Clubs of 
America’ have inaugurated a bill- 
. Campaign. The 
American. Nature. Association of 
Washington, D. C., is lending aid 
with cartoons and posters. A number. 
of other organizations, including the 
General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and the Wild Flower Preserva- 
tion Society, are working hard to 
curb the common tendency to de- 
stroy Spring blossoms, flower-bear- 
ing shrubs and trees and the green 
beauty that draws them to the 
country. 

A subtle method of “eliminating 
huge, hideous billboards from the 
landscape has been adopted by Con- 
necticut and Maryland. ‘In these 
States, as in most others, it is illegal 
to attach signs to trees. So. the 
roads are being lined on each side 
with trees as rapidly as the tree 
commissions can have them set out. 
The view is not cut off from the 
traveler, but the rows of trees make 
it difficult to read signs put up at a 
little distance behind them. Adver- 
tisers are not forbidden to erect 
boards. But signs in such a situation 
would be almost. worthless. 


When traffic lines up 
to weary lengths waiting 
for a ferry, or theatre 
time brings jams of cars, 
the New Yorker who 
owns a car is prone to think that 
traffic conditions here are just abuut 
the worst possible. But there are 
trials to wrack the driver’s soul not 
dreamed of in his philosophy. 

On the State Highway near Tulare, 
Cal., a truck and trailer traveling 
peaceably along suddenly developed 
into an active traffic hazard. A col- 
lision between the two vehicles, 
loaded with bee hives, loosed swarms 
of angry bees on the crowded road. 
Traffic officers were posted at inter- 
sections to warn motorists to detour. 
But the bees. went far afield and 
stung many motorists and caused 
several minor collisions before night- 
fall calmed their angry spirits and 
sent. them back to their hives. 

The sting of a wasp or bee on the 
face or hands of a motorist has been 
known to cause serious and some- 
times fatal accidents. One hesitates 
to think of the pandemonium that 
would result if a swarm of enraged 
bees were loosed on Fifth Avenue at 
5 o’clock in the evening, particularly 
if the upraised arm of a policeman 
were one of the first points of attack.

MAN ANDREWS think that it is to be 
found in Central Asia, where imple- 
ments declared to be 150,000 years old 
have been recently discovered. Mr. 
ANDREWS, who set out last week from 
Peking upon his new expedition to 
Mongolia, is reported to have said 
when he left Seattle a year ago that 
he intended to discover the cradle of 
man or leave his own body ‘“‘to join 
the age-old fossils of the Gobi.”’ 

Traces of human remains 500,000 
years old have been found still fur- 
ther east. While some claims are 
made for Scandinavia and other parts 
of the West, the Asiatic Continent, 
which ‘thas been dry land for many 
millions of years,’’ doubtless holds 
somewhere within its borders the 


memory of the Garden into which 
man was put “‘to dress it and to 
keep it.’’

estry Week is especially appropriate 
at this time. ‘During the past year 
the country has been rudely awak-. 
ened to the suicidal policy of forest 
destruction and the necessitv ‘of re- 
forestation. 

It is estimated that the usual an- 


nual loss by forest’ fires covers an| 


area nearly as large as the State of 
New York. Some five million trees 


| are now used for telephone and tele- 


graph poles; the wood and timber 
required for furniture, wood pulp 
and various other uses dre causing 
the forests of the country to disap- 


pear nearly four times as fast as’ 


they are being replanted. Supple- 
mental to this alarming condition 
came’ the unprecedented floods of the 
Mississippi and in New England as 
painful reminders of the result from 
denuded forest areags—which have for 
centuries’ caused’ such havoc in. 
China and other countries where the 
hills and valleys have been stripped 
of tree growth. 

Fortunately, the public and those 
in authority are awakened on this 
subject, Governor Smith and other 


rexecutives have again cooperated 


with President Coolidge in proclama- 
tions for Forestry Week; the Clarke- 
McNary law aligning the Federal 
Government with the States in .re- 
foresting expenditures and fire 
protection is an’ important factor; 
the favorable attitude of the press; 
forestry instruction in the public 
schools; the growth of the State 
nurseries, also millions of young 
trees produced by’ nurserymen 
throughout the country, are all mak- 
ing rapid progress toward an en- 
lightened and beneficent public re- 
forestation policy. This hopeful im- 
provement is also shown in the re- 
foresting of public lands for water 
supply, &c. The new Wanaque res- 
ervoir lands in New Jersey are now 
being planted with nearly 400,000 
yonng evergreens, 
foresting plantings are going on all 
over the country. 

The excellent work of the Forest 
Service and of many publicists like 
Charles L. Pack have accelerated 
alike the interest and public coordi- 
nation in the rapid strides forestry 
is making toward better things. 

This country, however, still is far 
behind France, Germany and some 
of the other European countries 


where successful Government policies cp 


return financial profits to the com- 
munities orthe Governments besides 


providing timber for public and pri-. 


vate needs. 

Fortunate it is that the reckless, 
wanton destruction of our national 
forests and timber supply did not 
continue after the country had 
awakened to the necessity of substi- 
tuting a constructive forest policy 
in national, State and local com- 
munities. 

Theodore Roosevelt tersely stated 
a comparison of forest policies, viz.: 
“A people without children would 
face a hopeless future; a country 
without trees is almost as helpless; 
forests which are so used that they 
cannot renew themselves will soon 
vanish, and with them all their bene- 
fits. When you help to preserve our 
forests or plant new ones you are 
acting the part of good citizens.”’ 

As April and May are the most 
favorable months in the year for 
planting forestry stock, more prog- 
ress in reforestation will be made 
this season than ever before and 
this growth should continue in ge- 
ometrical proportion from year to 
year hereafter.

ENGINEERS’ RS’ SALARIES. 


Profession Is ‘Not a W a Well Paid One, 
Due to Overcrowding. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THe Times of April 16 had an 
article regarding New York Uni- 
versity students which stated, in re- 
ply to a questionnaire, ‘‘Seniors in 
engineering implied that they expect 
to earn $7,000 when out of college 
five years, while the College of Arts 
and Pure Science students set a more 
conservative figure of $5,000." It is 
very hard to understand how college. 
students are given such false impres- 
sions. The engineering field is very 
much overcrowded and this is due in 
large measure to a false idea that 
engineering is a well-paid profession. 

In a recent analysis of the national 
income of this country Professor 
Irving Fisher of Yale University 
classified engineers with the lowest- 
paid group and stated that their 
average pay was under $2,400 a year. 
This fact is substantiated by the re- 
cent statistical survey made by the 
Union of Technical Men, Local 87, of 
the pay. of engineers of this city.

=|PATTEN DISMISSES. 


CONNOLLY OPFICIAL ze 


Accepts Two Resignations and 
Asks for More on First Day as 
Queens Borough Head. 


TIME CLOCKS FOR CLERKS 


President Announces He Will 
Approve of No Contracts Until 
They Meet His Tests. 


FINDS DEPARTMENT VACANT 


Seeley, One of Important Missing 
Witnesses in Inquiry, Had Been 
Ousted by Connolly. 


Borough President Bernard M. Pat- 
ten of Queens spent his first full day 
in his new office yesterday wielding 
the axe. He dismissed one executive, 
accepted the resignation of two more, 
said he had asked for several resig- 
nations, and announced that still an- 
other department was without a head 
by order of his predecessor, Maurice 
E. Connolly, who resigned under 
charges. In addition, Mr. Patten an- 
nounced that he would require em- 
ployes of his office to punch time 
clocks in future, and that he would 
approve of no contracts until he had 
satisfied himself as to their status. 


One of the executives no longer 
connected with the Borough’s official 
family is Frederick M. Seeley, as- 
sistant engineer in charge of sewer 
design. He was: one of the most im- 
portant of the nine missing witnesses 
sought by Commissioner Shearn in 
his inquiry. Seeley was dismissed by 
Connolly on March 24 on charges of 
absence without leave and neglect 
of duty. 


Dismisses C. S. Hervey. 


Mr. Patten dismissed Charles S. 
Hervey of Flushing, Executive Ex- 
aminer in the Borough President’s 
office, with a salary of $5,200 a year, 
and accepted the resignations of Au- 
—_ Kupka of Long Island City, 

ssistant Commissioner of Public 
Works, with a salary of $5,000, and 
Channing A. Leidy of Flushing, As- 
sistant to the Borough President, 
with a salary of $4,200 a year. 

Clifford B. Moore, consulting engi- 
neer, was instructed to take a Jeave 
of absence for forty-five days with- 
out pay. 

Commenting on the dismissal of 
Hervey Mr. Patten said: 

“T have nothing personally against 
Hervey. I have seen him but two 
or three times in my life. The na- 
ture of this office is such, however, 
that I desire to have some one in it 
who I know well and in whom I 
may place confidence. 


Defends Public Record. 


Mr. Hervey in a statement defend- 
ing his record said: 

‘“"My record of honorable service of 
over twenty-one years in public office 
will not be affected by Mr. Patten’s 
action. I served eighteen years in 
the Department of. Finance of the 


City of New York in various capaci- 
ties including those of auditor and 
deputy controller, and was afterward 
twice confirmed by the State Senate 
as a member of the Public Service 
Commission of the State of New 
York. 

“I went to the office of the Bor- 
ough President of Queens a year ago 
at the request of Mr. Connolly to 
create a bureau of records and sta- 
tistics, one of the activities which 
I had heretofore created in the De- 
partment of Finance.’’ 

Mr. Kupka was appointed Deputy 
Commissioner of Public Works on 
Jan. 5, 1926 and had headed the non- 
nartisan committee of citizens work- 
ing for the election of Connolly in 
1925. Mr. Leidy was appointed on 
August 30, 1920. Last week he made 
a statement to the newspapers to 
the effect that money was being used 
to influence the Queens Aldermen’s 
vote for the new Borough President. 
He was called before the Grand oye £ 
which handed up a presentment to 
the effect that the statement was un- 
founded. 

“I have sent for Captain James 
Rice, engineer in charge of construc- 
tion of sewers and highways,” said 
Borough President Patten, “‘but I 
have not seen him today. You must 
remember that some men are pro- 
tected by civil service regulations 
and under the charter they are en- 
titled to a hearing. Charges must be 
filed against the men regularly and 
legally and they must be given a 
hearing. I am not prepared at this 
moment to say whether I will ask for 
Captain Rice’s resignation.’’ 


No Men in Mind as Yet. 


Mr. Patten said that he had no men 
in mind for the vacancies created by 
the dismissals and resignations. He 
explained that he had accepted Mr. 


Kupka’s resignation not because of 
any dissatisfaction with that incum- 
bent but because he desired to have 
his own appointee. Referring to Mr. 
Ku ka, he said: 

e was geneous about tendering 
his resignatio 

Mr. Kupka in commenting on his 
resignation, asserted that he had ‘‘at 
all times worked faithfully and con- 
scientiously in’ the interest of the 
people of eens,’’ that he had .con- 
ducted his office ‘‘on a business 
basis’”’ and that he oy ity Med at 
any time had to do with 
contracts for public wees such as 
sewers or highways in even the re- 
motest way. 

“I have tendered my resignation 
feeling that the President 
should have a free hand in the or- 

anization of his Cabinet. I wish 

e. Borough Administration every 
success.’’ ‘

BARRON ASKS COURT

rthur WN. Sager, counsel for 
Kearns, put Dempsey there, surpris- 
ing the former heavyweight cham- 
ion. But ge yp went into the 
with his chin down, and coun- 
tered questions of the plaintiff about 
his contractual relations with Kearns 
with an inability to recollect, and tes- 
tified that he refused to fight Wills 
because he wasn’t paid and that in 
his bout with Gene Tunney at Phil- 
alediphia he recognized only Gene 
Normile as his manager and paid 
him $300,000. 

Mr. Sager in opening the case said 
he would show that Dempsey and 
Kearns on Aug. 22, 1923, at Saratoga 
Springs, signed a contract giving 

m "3 services to Kearns for 
three years from Aug. 3, 1923. The 
New York State Boxing Commission 
demanded a contract from them then 
to establish that Kearns was not re- 
ceiving more than. one-third of 
Dempsey’s earnings, as fixed by law, 
he said.. Dempsey received $10 a 
week ‘‘earnest money” by this con- 
tract, he said, and went well un- 
til Dempsey 
Kearns’s families ‘‘couldn’t et 
along’’ and that it would be well for 
them to separate. They did, he said, 
dividing their real estate in Los An- 
geles, but Kearns continued to ad- 
vise Dempsey and to act as his man- 
ager and was, therefore, entitled to 
one-third not only of Dempsey’s 
earnin in the first Tunney fight 
at Philadelphia in September, 1926, 
but also in two other fights with 
Tunney which were not fought, in 
one fight with Wills which was not 
fought and of all money Dempse 
received in exhibition bouts. In di- 
viding their property Kearns agreed, 
said Mr. Sager, that Dempsey should 
get a hotel building worth $100,000 
more than an apartment building 
they owned jointly. 


Says Money Was Shared ‘‘50-50.”’

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FIGHTS SCHOOL BAN 


Barring of Its Booth From 
Parents’ Show, Opening To- 
 . day, Stirs a Row. 


APPEAL TO O’SHEA FAILS 


League Rents Store to Show Ite 
Exhibit, but Request for Sign Is 
Refused—Court Fight Looms. 


A controversy: over birth control 
marks the opening today of the 
Parents’ Exposition in the Grand 
Central Palace. Events yesterday in- 
tensified the dispute which began 
when the exposition authorities can- 
celed a contract: for an. American 
Birth Control League booth at the 
request of the Board of Education, 
which threatened to withdraw its 
school exhibits to enforce its de- 
mand. 


The league sent a letter to Dr. Wil- 
liam J. O’Shea, Superintendent of 
Schools, asking him to appoint a 
committee to view the exhibit and 
“suggest possible improvements.’’ 
The Superintendent, however, voiced 
8.-ong opposition to a birth control 
booth at an exposition to be visited 
by many public schoolchildren. 

‘“‘We don’t wish to have young boys 
and girls made acquainted with that 
sort of information, especiallv under 
school auspices,’’ Dr. O’Shea said. 
“It is clearly unfit for them.”’ 


League Rents a Store. 


The bitterness of the controversy 
was further. accentuated when the 
league, in an effort to demonstrate 
its educational work despite the ban, 
rented a store at 479 Lexington Ave- 
nue, directly opposite the ace. 
League leaders then. asked Robert E. 
Simon, President of the United Par- 
ents’ Association, under whose aus- 
pices the exposition is being held, to 
approve the erection a sign on 
the league’s vacant booth announcing 
the transfer of the exhibit to the 
Lexington Avenue address. 

Although Mr. Simon was reported 
willing to grant the request, it was 
finally turned down when Dr. O’Shea 
refused to give his permission. 

“This is , was the com- 
ment of Mrs. F. Robertson Jones, 
director of the booth, who accom- 

nied Mrs. Margaret Sanger and 

rs. Lewis L. Delafield, league lead- 
ers, to Mr. Simon’s office where they 
tried to adjust the difference. 

“If the sign were put Le Mrs. 
Jones said, ‘“‘the league would accept 
the refund of its rent and waive its 
rights under the contract signed by 
officials of the United Parents’ Asso- 
ciations.’’ 

After this turn of events it seemed 
likely that the entire matter would 
be taken to the courts. 

The league letter to Dr. O’Shea 
read in part: 

“In view of the fact that the 
American Birth Control League has 
taken part in the recent Sesquicen- 
tennial Exposition and in th 

omen’s Arts and Industries ex- 
hibits in this city and that our ex- 
hibits have received favorable com- 
ment from educators and scientists 
for their high standards and dignity, 
we feel that there may be some mis- 
understanding as to the character of 
the exhibits. We accordingly request 
that you appoint a committee which 
may review our exhibit and suggest 
any possible improvements.’’ 

Ryan Also Opposes Booth. 

President George J. Ryan of the 
board was as emphatic as Dr. O’Shea 
in opposing the league booth. 

‘‘What kind of an educational ex- 
position would this be if we per- 
mitted this booth to be shown?” he 
asked. 

Mr. Simon issued a statement in 
which he explained that his action 
in returning the league check was 
made imperative by the stand of the 
Supssinhendent, as ‘“‘the work of our 
public schools is a necessary and 
an essential part of the exposition 
and the letter from the school au- 
thorities left no alternative.”’ 

The exposition will open at 2 
o’clock and close next Saturday eve- 
ning. Henry Morgenthau, former 
Ambassador to Turkey, will preside 
at the opening ceremonies. Mayor 
Walker will be the pence speaker. 
In addition to the Mayor, Dr. 6'Shea, 
Mr. Simon, Health Commissioner 
Harris and Park Commissioner Her- 
tick will speak.

1 PERISH IN FIRE 
IN COLORADO PLANT 


Nineteen Others Burned When 
3 Explosions of Chemicals Send 
Out Fifty-Foot Flames. 


VICTIMS LIVING TORCHES 


Clothing Burned From the Survivors 
of Blast In Factory 
Denver Suburb. 


DENVER, April 20 (.—At least 
seven persons were burned to death 
and nineteen others were injured, 
several probably fatally, when three 
terrific explosions today rocked the 
Alexander Industries plant at Engle~- 
wood, a suburb, and set fire to the 
properties. 

None of the 26 men and women 
who were working in the paint shop 
of the plant, located a short distance 
back of the main structure, escaped 
uninjured. 

The fire spread rapidly from the 
paint shop with its store of inflam- 
mable materials used in the “‘doping”’ 
of airplane wings. 

Persons, their clothes in flames, 
atageered from the burning structure 
while rescuers rushed in and emerged 
with seared bodies of others who 
were dead or critically wade 

The known dead are Effie Harkins, 
Ella Taylor, Mrs. de C. Jar- 
rett, Ross Owen, Scott and Carl B. 
Moseley, employes, one unidentified 
man and an unidentified woman. 

Two blasts followed the first ex- 
plosion, and flames darted fifty feet 
out of the building. 

Almost all the clothing of the 
victims was burned off. A temporary 
first aid station was established at 
the scene of the explosion and here 
the bodies of victims were swathed 
in hastily improvised bandages. —

James broke down at West Read-

G-irhart of the State police and ad- 
mitted that he alone was involved in 
the slaying of Dunstan. The killing, 
he said, grew out of bootleg deals. 
He declared Dunstan owed him $137 
for liquor and had indicated he did 
not intend to pay. ' 
James’s earlier victims were Thomas 
Erwin, 52 years old, and Joseph 
Erwin, 42, uncles of his estranged 
wife. They were found shot dead 
near a barn on their farm at Jami- 
son’s Corners, not far from Doyles- 


James said-he killed the brothers 
because he owed them $150 on a note 
and they were insisting that he make 
payment. .

-In the first quarter: coal 
buyers usually have completed pur- 
chases for the Winter and are await- 
ing Summer reductions before buying 
more fuel. The customary reductions 
in the Erie’s gross came this: year, 
but they were offset by large cuts in 
expenses. great part of. these 
economies were realized by improye- 
ments in motive power. 


‘Retire Poor Locomotives. 


Last year many inefficient’: locomo- 
tives were retired and the number of 
types in use materially reduced. This 
meant. savings in fuel and miro 
At the same time the reduction 
the number of types of locomotives 
resulted in time and labor savings in 
repair shops. To replace the dis- 
carded equipment locomotives were 
installed that cut fuel costs at the 
rate of $2,000,000 annually.

Bill Pending in Mississippi 
To Help Counties Meet Bonds 


. The State of Mississippi has re- 
drafted its plans for relief of the 
Mississippi delta. inundated by 
floods last year.

MEASURING SUPPLY 
OF MUNICIPAL BONDS 


Dealers Have Various Sources 
From Which to Assemble 
Facts About Market. 


TASK SOMETIMES DIFFICULT 


Published Lists Not Complete Al- 
ways—Special Information 
Given to Customers. 


Gauging of the visible supply of 
municipal bonds is one of the most 
important, although sometimes one 
of the most difficult, of the tasks 
which must be accomplished by mu- 
nicipal bond dealers. 

In the first place, a file of the vari- 
ous “‘lists’’ put out weekly by every 
dealer in the Street does not always 
mirror actual conditions. Some houses 
make it a point not to disclose all 


the bonds which they have in re- 
serve, others seek to make a good 
showing by omer & the total amount 
of bonds offered by the syndicates 
of which they are members instead 
of listing only their proportionate 
shares. Still other dealers list the 
exact number of bonds which they 
own. A week-to-week check of the 
various items reveals the amount of 
the weekly sales. By noting these 
decreases in the various issues it is 
also possible to determine just what 
tvpe of bonds are in the largest de- 
mand at a given time. 


Two Lists Issued. 


Many dealers make it a point to 
issue two lists, one to be sent out 
to clients, giving the price and yield 
and usually some facts about the 
— municipality, such as as- 
sessed valuation, net debt and popu- 
lation, and the other for dealers only. 
The latter, in addition to giving the 
price and yield, specifies the com- 
mission to be paid, whether % of a 
point, % or %. In many instances 
such issues as New York City or 
New York State bonds are quoted 
‘“‘at the market,’’ since heavy trad- 
ayy 3 does occur in these issues daily. 

s is the custom with dealers in 
general bonds, sellers of municipals 
often prepare special monthly offer- 
ings for their customers, labeled 
‘‘May Investment Suggestions’’ or 
the like, designed to meet the re- 
quirements of investors who will 
have certain funds at their disposal 
at intervals. Dealers are always 
careful to give the months of e 
year when interest is payable on a 
given bond, as there are many buy- 
ers who wish to space such interest 
payments well over the year. So far 
as general bonds are concerned, 
probably more issues have interest 
payable on Jan. 1 and July 1 than 
at any other time of year. This does 
not hold true for municipals, as the 
interest dates are usually determined 
by the date of sale of the bonds, and 
the latter date is governed by finan- 
cial requirements ponear each 
borrowing community. 


Stabilization of Market. 


To a certain extent the use of large 
investment accounts by the larger 
dealers as a reservoir for portions of 


major issues which move out slowly 
has a, stabilizing effect on the mar- 
ket. It removed blocks of bonds at 
times when the overloading of the 
market would spell a depression of 
prices. However, it is also more or 
less common practice to bring such 
blocks of bonds out of retirement at 
a time when a rival syndicate is en- 
deavoring to market a new issue of 
bonds. of the same municipality, es- 
pecially if the latter is offered at 
a higher price than the original is- 
sue. The syndicate bidding for the 
new issue of bonds should be cog- 
nizant of such blocks of bonds and 
use this knowledge in shaping its 
bid for the new bonds. 

Due to the large amount of inter- 
dealer trading which is done, every 
dealer is more or less familiar with 
the identity of maturities of issues 
carried by other houses as well as 
the type of bonds specialized in by 
his competitors. In addition, of 
course, to the aid furnished to a 
dealer by the file of current “‘lists,’’ 
he is aided by the municipal bond 
broker, who is a clearing house for 
information on issues of all kinds, 
whether it concerns bonds recently 
offered or issues which have not ap- 
peared on dealers’ lists for many 
months, but which through circum- 
stances may be made available again 
for the market unknown to most 
dealers.

INCREASING AGAIN 


Awards to Be Made Next Week 
Total $26,658,381—Less 
Than Average for Year. 


MARKET GAINS IN ACTIVITY 


Competition for New Bond Issues 
Keen—No Important Changes 
“In Prices to Investors. 


The total of new issues of munic- 

ipal bonds to be awarded next week 
will exceed this week’s aggregate by 
a small margin. due to the decision 
of the City of Chicago to market an 
issue of $11,655,000 on Thursday. 
Next week’s total is $26,658,381, 
which compares with $21,301,850 for 
the week just completed and with 
the weekly average for the year to 
date of $29,482,384. The weekly aver- 
age a year ago was $26,962,344 and 
two years ago was $26,868,241. 
Unlike this week, when only two 
issues exceeded $1,000,000, there will 
be four issues, in addition to the 
Chicago tipeeeng.. to top this mar- 
ket, viz, $1,900, Nassau County, 
N. Y.; $1,800,000. joint obligation of 
three counties in South Carolina, 
Richland, Lexington and Saluda; 
Sabo 000 Aiken unty, S. C., and 
1,000,000 City of Oakland, Cal. 
A ,000 State of New mampenive 
bond issue to be sold on Friday is 
expected to occasion keen bidding, 
inasmuch as the State has not been 
in the market with bonds _ since 
$1,500,000 ‘‘war recognition’’ bonds 
were sold Nov. 12, 1919. The ‘‘scarcity 
value’’ of these bonds is expected to 
cause the former basis of 4.34 per 
cent. to be eclipsed. 


Dallas Bond Sale. 


This week will long be remembered 
as the week of the Dallas bond sale. 
The spectacle of four major syndi- 


cates of New York bankers declining 
to bid at the reoffering of the $5,- 
575,000 bonds by the city, leaving the 
field practically clear for George L. 
Simpson & Co. of Dallas and Fred 
Emert & Co., Inc., of St. Louis, who 
had previously brought suit against 
the city, alleging prior contract of 
sale to them, is one that will not be 
soon forgotten. Private sales of 
municipal bonds are not in accord- 
ance with the accepted practice in 
the municipal bond market, and the 
linking of a city’s name with such 
procedure is likely to react unfavor- 
ably on the city’s credit. 

Another unusual occurrence this 
week was the announcement of the 
$11,655,000 City of Chicago issue to 
be sold on April 26, just two days 
after announcement had been made 
that the Chicago Sanitary District 
Commission would market another 
issue of $11,000,000 on May 3. The 
market, however, is by no means sur- 
feited with Chicago bonds at present, 
so that both issues are expected to 
be well received. The Sanitary Dis- 
trict bonds will be sold just one day 
after the $15,511,000 Westchester 
County is marketed. 

Of considerable interest to all deal- 
ers in Southern municipal bonds was 
the decision of the State of Alabama, 
in issuing a notice of sale this week 
of-a new issue of $1,000,000 harbor 
improvement bonds to be sold on May 
1, to abandon its time-honored 
method of selling by auction. Sealed 
bids are asked. At the last sale on 
April 11, an auction had been sched- 
uled but the banking groups inter- 
ested prevailed upon Governor Bibb 
Graves to turn the affair into sealed- 
bid competition. 


Market More Active. 


Activity in the municipal market 
this week showed something of an 
increase, according to many of the 


smaller as well as larger houses. 
Country banks still continue to shop 
well around the market before plac- 
ing orders, but corporations have 
stepped in at intervals to claim 
rather sizeable blocks of bonds. 
Prices of the principal issues now 
offered by dealers remained un- 
changed, but a few of the odds and 
ends that have been gathering dust 
on dealers’ shelves for some weeks 
were offered about 5 points cheaper 
in basis price. The lighter schedule 
of sales of new bond issues during 
the week enabled dealers to catch 
up slightly, as more bonds have been 
coming into the. market in recent 
weeks than the trade has been able 
to distribute. 

There has, however, been no easing 
up in competition for new issues. 
One issue of less than $500,000 drew 
nearly a score of bidders, with the 
consequent bunching of bids. Aside 
from the Dallas . issue, the largest 
financing of the week was the $1,618,- 

Town of Irondequoit (N. Y.) 
issue, which was. marked by excep- 
tionally close bidding. The town, 
which is surrounded by the City of 
Rochester, usually draws a full quota 
of bids from all dealers specializing 
in New York municipals. 

Only six weeks: remain before the 
beginning of June, when the munici- 
pal market traditionally begins its 
Summer holiday. However, in view 
of the fact that the market has had 

retty much of a-holiday since mid- 

anuary, dealers are hoping that the 
belated Spring buying will appear 
during the next few weeks and carry 
over into June. At present, dealers’ 
lists, while not abnormally large for 
this season of the year, show rather 
wide diversification. 


Inter-Dealer Trading. 
Inter-dealer trading continues as an 
important adjunct to . day-to-day 
sales. While this trading does not 


appear to be as extensive as earlier 
in the year, it is nevertheless an im- 
portant feature in winding up ac- 
counts which have grown a bit stale. 
A new deal on a new issue has some- 
times been a. means of finally getting 
the last bond in the hands of inves- 
tors. Such swapping of issues has 
not always meant a re-pricing.

QUESTIONS ON BONDS 
READY FOR CITIES 


State Banking Department to 
Send Out Four Forms in 
Making Up Legal List. 


PROMPT REPLIES WANTED 


Municipalities Warned That- Delay 
May. Exclude Their Issues as 
Investments Here. 


The New York State Banking De- 
partment has completed the forms of 
questionnaires which will be sent out 
next week to nearly 600 cities in all 
parts of the country in an effort to 
obtain financial data upon which to 
base the new list of legal municipal 
bonds under the terms. of the law 
passed at the last session of the Leg- 
islature. The department announced. 
the new tentative list of public util- 
ity, railroad and equipment trust is- 
sues which appear to be legal for in- 
vestment for savings banks and trust 
funds in this State. 

The text of the questionnaires, 
which has been awaited by municipal 
bond dealers, is now made public for 
the first time. Financial officials of 
the various municipalities are not 
obliged to fill out and return the 
forms, but unless this is done and 
done promptly, the bonds of a non- 
reporting municipality may be left 
off the official list when it is printed 
some months from now. The form 
letter which will accompany the ques- 
tionnaires contains the following: 
“If the information requested in 
the accompanying blank is not fur- 
nished without delay your name ma 
be omitted from the list of munici- 
acer whose bonds are legal for 
nvestments for New York State sav- 
ings banks. You will, therefore, ap- 
preciate the necessity of prompt com- 


liance with our r 
fnformation.” equest for this 


Four Classes of Forms. 


The forms will be divided into four 
classes: a short one for cities whose 
assessed valuation exceeds $200,000,- 
000 and which have unlimited taxing 
power; a longer one for smaller 
cities, towns, boroughs, villages and 
townships; a third for counties, and 
a fourth for districts and other mu- 
nicipal subdivisions. In no case will 
city authorities be required to fill 


out blanks for counties, districts or 
other subdivisions which may be co- 
terminus with or partly iacluded in 
the boundaries of the city. 

The text of the first questionnaire 
is as follows:

DELAY SPRINGT 


Reviews See. Improvement. in 
Conditions, Despite Some 
irregularities. 


NOTE GAIN ABOVE YEAR AGO 


Retail Business Better in the Indus- 
trial Centres—Wholesalers and 
Jobbers Mark Time. 


Weather vagaries tending to slow 
up trade distribution have’ kept the 
expected Spring gains from being 


weekly business reviews. The back- 
wardness of crop planting has had 


to | its effect on another general ad- 


vance in the price of farm products. 
Despite these irregularities, an un- 
dercurrent of improvement is visible 
beneath the surface. 

“The chief characteristics of the 
business situation have not changed 
appreciably, but a rather better sen- 
timent in some quarters has resulted 
from moderately augmented activ- 
ity,’? says Dun’s Review. ‘The vari- 
ous conflicting data cause a natural 
confusion of judgment in appraising 
existing conditions, yet an undercur- 
rent of improvement is noticeable. 

“It appears, to some extent, in 
firmer commodity prices, the list 
again showing an excess of advances, 
and the unusual buyancy of hide 
markets is the outstanding phase in 


this connection. The lines allied with 
that trade also are in a somewhat 
stronger pete. both in respect of 
prices and demand, and steadiness is 
imparted to cotton ting quotations 
vy the restriction of production and 

by the enhanced cost of the raw 
material. 

“Labor troubles at New England 
mills, arising from wage reductions, 
have further lowered working forces 
there, but the trend of employment 
has been upward in most other sec- 
tions as outdoor activities have 
broadened. Operations in the great 
steel industry, moreover, do not dis- 
close the decline which occurred last 
April, but hold at a notably high 
level under pressure for caseries 
from. building construction interests, 
automobile manufacturers, farm im- 
plement makers and other con- 
sumers.”’ 

“Trade distribution and crop work 
go forward rather slowly in view of 
the retarding influences of below 
normal temperatures and heavy rains 
or snows,’’ says Bradstreet’s. ‘‘As 
a whole, ‘the Spring season has not 
proved as early as expected, but it 
is still ahead of a year ago, with 
last year’s flood troubles not re- 
peated. 

‘*Trade partakes of the spotted con- 
dition noted in agricultural lines, 
and while retail trade has seemed 
to be better in the larger industrial 
centres bad roads are a bar to ‘ac- 
tivity in many surplus crop-produc- 
ing dreas, West and South. Whole- 
sale and ‘jobbing trade seems to be 
marking time, whereas the advance 
of the season has made for more ac- 
tivity in building, and there is rather 
less stress laid upon the subject of 
unemployment in. areas where the 
advance of the season has made pos- 
sible the resumption of out-of-door 
work. Over against the continuing 
activity noted in the steel, automo- 
bile, leather and rayon industries is 
to be noted the continuance of lower 
than a year ago loadings of cars with 
all except grains, prices of which are 
higher than for two years past.’’

ADOPT RULES ON RUBBER. 


Governors Take Action on Non- 
Delivery in Contingencies. 


At a meeting of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Rubber Exchange of 
New York three rules were adopted 
which go into effect today. The most 
important one deals with the non- 
delivery of rubber through the action 
of exceptional contingencies. Ques- 
tions of such a nature are to be 
brought before the Governors, who, 
by a two-thirds vote, may settle to 
the best interests of both buyer and 
seller and the Exchange when con- 
ditions arise that prevent the deliv- 
ery as called for in the contracts. 

The other rules concern the deliv- 
ery of rubber on the docks and the 
floor brokerages earned by officers 
of corporations. At the same meet- 
ing seventeen amendments and ad- 
ditions to the by-laws were adopted. 
One of these increased the fee on 
transfer of membership from $100 to 
$300 and another covers liens on 
membership whereby members hav- 
ing claims against each other arisin 
out of an Exchange contract shall 
have a lien upon the debtor member 
for the amount of the indebtedness.

175 INDUSTRY TRACKS 
BUILT BY ROAD IN YEAR 





Chicago & Northwestern Reports 


$1,360,000 Increase in 
Wages in 1927. 


During 1927, the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company built 
about 175 new industry tracks on 


the system, according to Fred W. 
pens. gy President, in the pamphlet 

rt. -issued - yesterday: ‘to stock- 
in ders.. Most of the tracks were 
for the service of newly established 
industries, arid the rest for the ac- 
commodation of enlarged plants of 
existing concerns. 

Wages were increased <bout $1,360,- 
000 in 1927, he reported. In antici- 
pation of the coal strike the com- 
fe had to store:in excess of 1,000,- 

tons of coal. The strike being 
one of unusual duration, the com- 
pany had to go into the open market 
to buy. coal, which added. $685,000 to 
operating expenses. Moreover, there 
was an increase of $841,057 caused 
by the retirement of old equipment 
in excess of similar retirements for 
1926. . These items exceeded by $302,- 
300 the ‘decrease in surplus. 

The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
& Omaha Railway Company, a sub- 
sidiary, in its pamphlet report 
showed an increase in freight reve- 
nues for the year of $723,432, or 3.74 
per cent., compared with the preced- 
ing year. Passenger revenues for 
the year continued the decline which 
had characterized the preceding six 
years, the decrease being $290,015. 
or 5.87 per cent., compared’ with 
1926. Although the increase in gross 
revenues totaled $414,085, operating 
expenses increased $527,296, or 2.48 
per cent. The increase in charges 
for maintenance of way and struc- 
tures was $480,154, which was at- 
tributed. *to increased charges for 
ties, rails, other track material and 
ballast, together with the labor cost 
of application.

Court Upholds Raling Barring 
Encroachments on Building at 
1,135 Lexington Avenue. 


The. Appellate Division affirmed 
yesterday by a vote of 3 to 2 the de- 
cision of Supreme Court Justice Dele- 
hanty requiring Julius Miller, Bor- 
ough President of Manhattan, to re- 
move encroachments which consti- 
tute a public nuisance from the 
building at.1,135. Lexington Avenue. 
These encroachments consist of bay 
windows, store windows, areaways, 
box stoops, railings and open spaces 
which are said to project over the 
building line. 

The suit was brought by former 
City Court Justice Joseph I. Green, 
who lives-at 150 East Seventy-ninth 
Street, adjoining 1,135 Lexington 
Avenue. Mr. Green also owns prop- 
erty at .150 East Seventy-ninth 
Street and at 1,131 and 1,133 Lexing- 
ton Avenue, with a ‘total equity of 
about $250,000. 

Justice Delehanty held that even 
though the encroachments at 1,135 
Lexington Avenue, which is occupied 
by the Yellow Taxi Company, the 
Manhattan Hand Laundry and 
Charles Ferrari, had been made un- 
der a city permit, they constituted a 
nuisance and should be removed. The 
belgie is owned by Francis Woeh- 
ning.

SPEED-BOAT DESIGNER 
DROWNS AT ITS TRIAL| 


Frank Kinder’s New Outboard 
Motor Craft Capsizes in Heavy 
Sea in Cold Spring Harbor. : 


Special to The New York Fimes. 

OYSTER BAY, L. I., April 20.— 
Trying out a spesaboat in Cold 
Spring Harbor yesterday afternoon 
in preparation for the Alhany-New 
York outboard motor race tomorrow, 
Frank Kinder of Cedar Street, 
Hempstead Manor, was drowned 
when the boat which he designed 
capsized in a heavy. sea. 

Mr. Kinder was an artist, 42 years 
old, and with his mother and sev- 
eral friends came to Laurelton Beach 
to tune up his entrant: for the race. 
He set out about 3 o'clock, his 
friends. watching. In the middle of 
the harbor the bow of the boat leaped 


out of the water and then the boat 
and Kinder disappeared. 

The Laurelton police found the 
body at 7 P. M. on rocks at the 
foot of a eliff at Lloyd’s Neck.

Morris Florea Tells of Hiring 
Locksmith and Using Jimmy 
to Enter Homes. 


THEFT ALLEGED BY WOMAN 


She Testifies at Inquiry That Ring 
and Other Property Were Taken 
During Furniture Seizure. 


Morris Florea of 149 East 12ist 
Street, a City Marshal against whom 
several complaints had been made by 
witnesses, was threatened with ar- 
rest for disorderly conduct when he 
persistently interrupted Commissioner 


Higgins with protests against his 
conduct of the investigation yester- 
day in the Munici Building. 

Mrs. Kathleen Horan of 196 Mott 
Avenue, the Bronx, had testified 
that her apartment had been entered 
during her absence on Nov, 11, 1927, 
by men under Florea, who 
had taken away furniture which had 
been partly paid for and some of her 
own property, including a ‘valuable 


ring. 

Pty Kunstlich of 1,212 Elder Ave- 
nue, the Bronx, charged that the 
Marshal and his men forced their 
way into his home on Feb. 27 and 
seized a table and four chairs. 
Kunstlich said he had paid a $100 de- 
posit on $1,000 worth of furniture 
from the Michigan Home Furnishing 
Corporation, which he had found 
damaged. In a disagreement over the 
furniture, he said, a settlement had 
been made whereby he was to keep 
the table and four chairs for the 
$100 deposit. 


Marshal Accused of Attack. 


Another witness, Joseph Marando, 
a shoe repair man of 7,225 New 
Utrecht Avenue, Brooklyn, accused 
Florea of calling him a ‘‘dago thief”’ 
and of knocking him and his wife to 
the. floor. Two other witnesses 
charged that Florea had broken into 
their houses to make seizures. 

Florea admitted having entered the 
Horan apartment by climbing to the 
roof, descending the fire escape and 
forcing open a window, but denied 
that any articles except those called 
for in the papers had been removed. 
Florea was questioned about his 
methods of —— apartments to 
remove ee e replied that he 
sometimes ught locksmiths with 
him and that he used screwdrivers, 
jimmies and anything else that was 
necessary to enter. 

**We force our way in,’’ he told the 
Commissioner. 

‘‘Why?”’ asked Mr. Hig eens.

Florea attempted further to lain 
his methods and interrupted Com- 
Higgins with protests 
against the manner of the examina- 
tion, declaring that City Marshals 
were being ‘‘abused.”
